First Editions of the Bible 

The Bible had a hard time finding its 
way into the English language, The 
first two editions had to be printed out- 
side of England, one in Zurich tn 1585 
and the other in Paris in 1589. In 
America, the first Bible was printed in 
the Indian language in 1668 and the 
Second tn German in 1748, Not until

Washington In an address to 
gress on January 8, 1790, said: 
be prepared for war is one of the 
most effectual means of preserving 
peace.” In a later speech he said: 
“If we desire to secure peace it must 
be known that we are at all times 
ready for war.” Senator Borah in Jan- 
uary, 1928, in a public statement re- 
ferred to the “old wornout fable that 
the way to have peace is to prepare 
for war.” Senator Eppes of Virginia 
had in 1807 used much the same lan- 
guage in congress. He declared: “If 
there is any principle which ought to 
be hooted at in a republican govern 
ment, it is that to preserve peace we 
should be prepared for war.
